Mesrmie, May L—This cvenlng a riot oc.
curred in the eouthern portion of the city
between policemen and negro soldiers, growing
out of an attempt of the oflicers to arrost s white
man whomw the negroes were determined to pio-
teet, Twenty or thirty policemen assembled,
una kept up a fght for & couple of hours with
about one hundred and ffty negroes, One
policeman was killed and three wotnded. Eight
to ten negroes were killed and several wounded,
The 16th Repular Infautry were finally called
out, nnd st 10 o'clock every thing was quiet,

The Trial ot Isham Henderson.

Nasnvinie, May L.—The trial of Isham Hen-
derson was resumed to-day,

Colone! Irvin testiied that Henderson, on the
13th of May, 1504, made a proposition to the
witness to furnish the Government with abont
3000 mules, which the witness rejected, chiefly
because it required him to give the acoused the
control of the market. On June 1, 1864, he
received a lefter from Henderson propsing to
furmsh 1000 mules, which was returned to the
accused with an endorsement.

The counsel for the defendant stated that if
such a lotter was ever written it was to show
that the mules in quesiion were not intended
tor the Rebels or any other improser purpose,

The witness stated that Henderson furnished
176 mul s in July, 1864; that stampedes were ol
frequent oceurrence, and the loss to the Govern-
ment wus very considerable in consequence.
Fruner bad charge of picking up estruys,

in roply to s quesilon the witness said the
vouchor-books show thuc vouchers were given
tn parties for mules who never pat in a mule,
but they were given to those who had brought
teoeipts from parties who had put in mules,
This system wis adopted to break up large con-
tractors, so they could not monopolize the
market, and &0 that the witness could eontrol it
mselt, The hooks show that the accused fur-
nished the Government with 1008 mules between
Junce 11th and July 8d, 1804, The accused put
in other mules besides,

Willinm MeKay Hoge was sworn—His duties
were to superintend the sales, and keep an ae-
count ol the mules received from contractors,
There was an arrancement between the witness
and the accused for defrauding, Henderson
alwaye insisted on the wimess giving receipts
lor & larger nomber of mules than were put in

him. No positive agreement was had as to
what division of money shoula be made; thirk
hie generally gave witness half. The agzreement
to defraud the Government, between the socised
and the witness, commenced in 1863, On one
oceurion the witness received from the acened
$1000. He gave the aceused, in August, 1864, a
fiotitious receipt for 98 mules at & s1able ut Nash-
ville, when the accusea gave the witness
$10,000, Other fraudulent transactions occurred
inJuly, done by ehanging the size of the mules,
and eotering cn the books more mules than
were received,

rigld econon.y and prusecute those who have been
gmlty of iraud, corruption, and embezzlement;
they declare that large staoding armics are not
to be tolernted in times ol peace, and that toxuy.
tion #should be made equal and uuitorm, and
that the Government sccurities should not be
exempt from taxation; thot the thanks of the
country wre due to the President tor his vetoea
of the Freedmen's Bureau sod Civil Rights bills:
that our Benators aod o majority of our Repre-
sentatives 1n Coogress have nored satisfactorily
to the people, and merit our thanks,

Ip ¢ nelusion, we deolare to the people of the
whole Unjou that we have met not to loment
discord, but to heul dissensions and to endeavor
1o the utmost of our power 1o bring back our
Governmwent to its ancleot purity, and to try to
mwuke it such as It was In the days of Washine-
ton, Jeilerson, and Jackson, We wish o main-
tain and save both the Constitution ani the
Unlon as they cama to ug from the hands of our

patriot  fathers — 1o preéserve  the  rights
and  liberties of onr  eilizens —to  muin
tain  ail the safeguards of the " Constity-

tion intact and invioldte, and to rescue the
Government from the vandal grasp of that eadi-
cal Congress whose governing primeyple of aetion
is “rule or ruin,” The Demooratio party 1 not
seotiopal, but s co-extensive with the Union
itself, nnd its mission Is not to destroy but Lo re-
slore copcord and teaternity, and to resist afl
encropchmoents, from wharever qnarter they
may come, npon the Constitntion and the liber
ties of the people.
